THE LONDON SCHOOL BOARD AND THE JEWs. 


« Self-Help” ina letter published last week in. theee columns alluded to 
some discussion at the London School Board which took place on the 21st inst., 
in which Alderman Cotton handsomely took up the cause of the Jews. The full 
particulars are these ; An offer was made by Mr. Peek of £500 for the purchase 
of Bibles and New Testaments to be given as prizes to the children attending 
the Board Schools for proficiency in religious education, In the course of the 
discussion which ensued as to the scheme for the appropriation of the prizes, 
Mr. Alderman Cotton requested on behalf of the Jewish community that Jewish 
children might be placed on a level with the other children with regard to this 
competition by not being calied upon to study the New Testament. Mr, Peck 
expressed his approval of such an arrangement which he suggested might be 
made by the Management Committee. We cannot but be grateful to Aldermaa 
Cotton for his kind advocacy on behalf of the Jewish children. We, however, 
agree with our correspondent “ Self Help” that it would be satisfactory if on 
future occasions Jewish interests were represented by a Jewish member of the 
Board. At present the London School Board has no Jewish member. We hope 
that at the next election a member of the Jewish community of eminent position 
and talents will come forward as a candidate.

Judaism within the last fifteen centuries more than once sat triumphantly on gen- 
tile thrones. Why should it notdo so again? A thousand years ago, we learn 
from Griitz, it just only failed to gain the ear of the grand duke then reigning 
over what was then Holy Russia in search of a new religion as is now Japan. 
Were we Jews animated by the right spirit, so glorious an opportunity would not 
be allowed to pass without at least attempting that wherein failure would only 
be second in importance to success. 


THE CASE OF JENKINS V. COOK. 


So the Dean of Arches has decided that the denial either of the eternity of 
puaishment (of course hereafter) or of the personality of the evil one is sufficieu' 
to justify a clergyman in refusing the Holy Communion to a parishioner ; 1. 
other words, that the belief of an implacable God, who either has not the will 
nor the power to pardon as well as belief in Satan, or in a second god inferior, 
it is, trueto the good God, but still a God as intent to injure man as his superior is 
to benefit him, is part and parcel of the faith of a true Christian. We Jews 
may congratulate ourselves upon the different reading of our own Scriptures. 
Onr God is mercy itself. He inflicts punishment for the expiation of sin, not 
from revenge. With the expatiation of the sin the punishment ceases. The object 
is attained, why continue the torture? Further, what else is the belief in God 
and Satan, but the helief of the ancient Persians in Ormunzd and Ahriman, the 
former the God of light and all that is good, and the more powerful of the two ; 
the Jatter the God of darkness and evil.. Surely the name does not make the 
difference. Yet the God of Israel declared, “1 form the light and create the 
darkness ; I make peace and create evil. I, the Lord, do all these things.” 
Here we alight upon another of the errors of Christianity, which even as it per- 
sonified the spirit of holiness, transforming this abstract noun into the Holy 
Ghost and the memra (N71) of the Targum ; the Jogos of Philon into the Son 
of God, so it took a mere figure of speech—a poetic abstraction called the adver- 
sary—Satan—for a real being converted him into a kind of a rival god, always 
fighting with the second person of the Deity, just as Ahriman is constantly io 
antagonism with Ormuzd. Has a Jew not occasion to thank God for having | 
been born in a community free from these darkening and mischievous errors ? 


MR. PLIMSOLL’S PROTEST, 
Mr. Plimeoll’s protest against the withdrawal of the Merchant Shipping Bil 
is for intemperance of language probably unique in parliamentary history. It 
sounds like a prophetic denunciation when the seers of old thundered against 


the iniquity of godless rulers and nations, and calls to mind the well-known 


vituperations—justifiable or not—against an accursed generation of hypocrites 
and vipers and the threats of gnashing of teeth, of hell and brimstone. Mr, 
Plimsoll in his vehemence lost sight of the respect due even to pharisees when 
they are the lawful representatives of a people and the established order of things. 
The heathen might have taught a lesson to the Christian : est modus in rebus. 
Every Englishman must be astonished and grieved, whatever his sympathy for 
the object pursued by Mr, Plimsoll, when he hears those to whom the destinies 
of his country are entrusted designated as villains and as accomplices of murderers 
and will be able to enter into the feelings of the Jew when be reads how those that 
sat in the chair of Moses once were fiercely assailed, indiscriminately held up to 


| public scorn and doomed to eternal perdition. But how is it when Mr. Plimsoll 


looks out for a text that, in a pregnant form, is to express the horror with which 
he views the perpetration of the iniquities which undoubtedly are detested by all — 
the right-minded in the nation, that he must have recourse to the Pentateuch ? 
Is there in the Gospels which treat so tenderly all kinds of evil-doers, and 


 recommend—as an ideal we suppose—to convert the thief by making him a pre- 


sent in addition to the stolen article, or him that smites one cheek by holding up 
the other—is there in the New Testament, which abounds with precepts of 
charity, no text inculcating the supremacy of justice and the paramount impor- 
tance of the protection of the innocent ? It would appear not; for Mr. Plimsoll 
energetically to bring home to the guilty legislators and their abettors from with- 
out the wickedness of their proceedings, has recourse to the Old Testament from 
which he quotes the following passage: ‘‘ Ye shall not afflict any widow or 
fatherless child. If thou afflict them in any wise and they cry at all unto me, 
I will surely hear their cry and my wrath shall wax hot and | will kill you with 
the sword and your wives shall be widows and your children fatherless.” The 
protest of Mr. Plimsoll, of which we approve and which must be carefully dis-_ 
tinguished from its mode which we unhesitatingly condemn, is a homage 
unwittingly paid through Mr. Plimsoll by the New to the Old Testament, by the — 
Sermon on the Mount to the Decalogue. : 


THE TITLE “REVEREND.” 

A case is now pending before the proper Court which does not seem to 
have attracted the attention of the Jewish clergy, although it involves the rig ht 
of our ministers to apply to themselves the title of reverend. The case to which 
we allude is that of the “ Reverend” Mr. Keet, the Wesleyan minister, who was 
not allowed by the incumbent of his parish to use the title reverend on a tomb- 
stone in the parish churchyard. Ifthe ruling of the learned Chancellor, Dr. Philli- 
more, is correct, a Nonconformist minister has no right to the title reverend, which 
is the exclusive privilege of the clergy of the Chureh, and it is even doubtful 
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whether dissenting pastors have even a right to the designation of “ mini ster. 
If so, our Jewish clergy have, of course, no right to this title, and the Rev. the Chief 
Rabbi would have to be satisfied with the designation of Chief Rabbi. The 
case, however, is now before a superior Court, whose decision we have to await 
Let our clergy look to its laurels. We must, however, confess that an adverse 
decision would not be an unmitigated evil. The Chief Rabbi could hardly 
deplore the loss of a title and as much of dignity as may attach to it which he 
has to share with the slayer of the cattle of the sinallest Jewish congregation. 


HABITUAL DRUNKENESS. 


The influential deputation which recently waited upon the Home Secretary, 
urging upon him the desirability of legislative measures for checking habitual 
drunkeness, has again drawn public attention to the question. We believe that 
a habitual desire for drink—dypsomania—is now considered as a disease just as 
an unnatural habitual craving for food, and this may fairly come under medical 
consideration and treatment and accounts for the leading part which medical 
men take in the agitation for legislative interposition. We now ask have these 
medical men reflected on the causes which bring on this disease? We are 
induced to ask this question because we see that the Jewish race considered as a 
whole, is free from this taint. Perhaps an enquiry into the causes of Jewish 
immunity might lead to the discovery of those which expose so many of our 
countrymen of the dominant religion to this degrading vice. We will not 
indulge in conjectures. But we state that we have as yet not been able to 
discover a cause 0” a series of causes that should predispose so many of out 
Christian fellow-citizens to this disease, or if it be preferred vice, while leaving 
unaffected the mass of the Jewish population, moving in the same social sphere 
with those addicted to drink. Let it be observed that this is not a phenomenon 
marking only the English Jew. All over the globe wherever Jews have been 
settled it has been observed that whatever their defects, habitual drunkeness 1s 
not among them. It is a question for physidlogists and anthropo logists to inquire 
into; and we certainly believe it deserves their full attention. Jewish history 
as delineated in the Bible and the works of Josephus can, we opine, contribute 
but little towards the solution of this problem. ; 


ORIENTATION (¢EASTWARD POSITION). 


It has been justly observed that the French, the wittiest nation ia Europe, 
have no term for the quality in which they excel, since “ esprit,” which is used: to 
express wit, is a word which has a great many significations ; while the English, 
the dullest nation in Europe, has a special term for that very quality which it 
naturally lacks, viz. : “wit.” It is the same with reference to the Synagogue and 
Church. The former, as far at least as Europe is concerned, insisted upon the 
Ark always being on the East side, and distinctly prescribed that, at least 
in one portion of the prayers—we allude to the so-called Eighteen Benedictions, 
(Shemonay Esray or Amidah) the face of the worshipper should be turned East- 
ward. The parlour of nearly every orthodox Jew, especially if he preserve 
the ancestral simple habits is still adorned on the east side with some fancy 
painting, sometimes a mere daub, in the midst of which the word Mp (sunrise) 
is conspicuous, pointing out the side towards which the worshipper should turn in 


his daily devotions. Yet the Church which in opposition to the ritualistic party © 


maintains that orientation has no devotional signilicancy, has long had a term 
for it as every one may see in consulting Webster's Dictionary ix /oco. But there 
is this essential difference between Synagogue and Church. The former deprives 
the practice of all doctrinal significancy. She simply follows a precedent set by 
a saint of old and a hint given quite incidentally by Israel's Sage. Of 
Daniel we read that he prayed three times a day with his face turned towards 
the land and city which sheltered the ruins of the temple. (Dan. vi. 11). Now 
Palestine lies to the east of us. We-Jews therefore in offering up aur orisons, 
follow the example of the prophet in the spirit, albeit not in the letter, for he 
turned in his prayers to the west, Babylon lying in this direction with respect 
to Jerusalem. The hint referred to is given us by Solomor, who, in describing 
the yearning of the repentant people after their (tod, states that they would pray 
in the direction, literally in the way of their country—Dy7% Jwi—(1 Kings vii. 
48), i.¢.. in Europe Eastward. That there is nothing doctrinal in this practice is 
evident from the circumstance that in the regions to the East of Jerusalem, for 
instance in Babylon as stated before, the worshipper turns to the West. It 
is different with the section of the Church which we call Ritualists. With them 
Orientation has not only a devotional but also a doctrinal significance, and what 
_is characteristic of the section this doctrinal signification is not derived from 
the Bible but from Paganism. This has beenso clearly shown both from profane 
and sacred writers (Ezek. viii. 16) that it would be a waste of time and space 
to discuss the subject again. But we advert to it because it instructively shows 
that the contest between Judaism and Paganism commenced by the apostle 
Paul has continued to this day. The aspects of the contest as well as the 
positions held respectively by the contending parties may and have varied in 
the long course of centuries, but the relative distance between the parties pro- 
bably has not. The Gentile Christian party led by Paul retained Paganism in 
the main as the groundwork of the new religion, simply leavening it with 
Jewish elements; while the Petrine party made Judaism the basis of Christianity 
engrafting upon it some Pagan constituents, The contest, as known, was con- 
tinued for several generations, the Petrine party becoming weaker and weaker unti] 
it was entirely absorbe1 by the Pauline, not, however, without leaving on the new 
system deeply impressed vestiges of the contest. Various sects from time to time 
resumed the struggle until it was renewed on a large scale and with considerable

success, Protestantism, especially by English and Presbyterian Protestantism. 
Viewed in a certain aspect it may be said that the struggls between Roman 
Catholicism representing Pauline Christianity and Protestantism, the 
of Petrine Christianity has arisen from primitive Judaism from which 
issued. The question was how much of Judaism was to be retained. 
these two large parties again separate into two camps representing the two antagon. 
istic principles. Ultramontanism in Roman Catholicism, with its mariolatry, itg 
winking madonnas, its miracles of Lourdes and the worship of the Saeré Coeur 
contends in Roman Catholicism itself—unconsciously to itself of course—for the 
obliteration of every vestige of Judaism, i. ¢., of the Biblical religion and the full 
restoration of paganism under the convenient cover of a Christian nomenclature : 
and finds a zealous auxiliary in Ritualism within the Protestant camp fighting 
for the object which Ultramontanism has so much at heart. The contention fo 
orientation, clearly proved to be of pagan origin, is another evidence of this pagan 
tendency.

RUSSIA. 


The Wochenschrifi, an editorial on Russian affairs says, About the affairs 
of our coreligionists in Russia, very erroneous ideas are entertained. There are 
many Jews in Germany who are of opinion that in Poland all Jews, with the ex 
ception of a very small number. are nothing but beggars and vagabonds. They 
judge by the specimens which reach us from there and don't recommend thei 
home. But should we in the same way, be warranted to judge of Italy by 
the organ-grinders coming to Germany, or of Hungary by the peddlers 
hawking about ‘mice-traps? We must remember that two and a half million 
persons cannot live by begging in idleness. The Jewish population of Russiais 
in fact very active. They represent every trade, and except a very small per 
centage devoted to the study of the Talmud, every one works for his daily bread. 
You see there vews carry heavy burdens, drive teams, engaged at buildings as 
masons and carpenters ; over or visible under the apron. is worn the Arba Kanfos, 
and while at work, they talk sometimes about an explanation of a Mishna or a 
witty remark in the Medrash. It would be superfluous tospeak of the intellectual 
capacity of the Russian Jews.” 


The Sabbath Memorial saya Information has recently come to hand which 
seems reliable, that there are grect numbers (*‘ more than a million !") of So! 
botniks in southern and eastern Russia. A long and severe oppression has 
locked them up from those who would sympathise with them if they only knew 
them. It is well known that the Jews in Russia suffer greatly. It is supposed 
that the Sobbotniks are more afraxl of the Oppresor than are the Je res, for te 
reason that it is a greater stigma for a Christian to keep the Sabbath than for a 
Jew. It is quite possible that the Sobjotniks of Russia, like the: Sabbatiens ot 
Transylvania, have resorted to secret worship as the only means of existing and 
calling their conscience their own, © for soul liberty! When will professing 
Christians cease to torment men aad deny them the rights of conscience * We 
wait with interes: to learn more definitely about this hitherto unknown people, 
but of whom hearsays have reached us during the past thirty-five years. 


Nortu Lonpon ror Consumrrion.—The 15th. annual report of 
this institution has been sent to us, and from a perusal of its contents we gather 
that the Hospital renders great service in battling with ‘the dire disease which 
lays low so many of the inhabitants of this dawp clime.

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THE SCHOOL BOARD AND JEWISH CHILDREN. 


At a meeting of the London School Board held on Wednesday last, 
the School Management Committee reported that they had received from Mr. 
Peek, the syllabus of the parts of Scripture which he would like to be taken 
at the examination for the prize Bibles and Testaments promised by him. 
The Committee added that special arrangements would be made to meet the 
case of the Jewish children at the Old Castle Street Whitechapel School, and 
elsewhere if necessary. Mr. E. H. Currie, the Vice-Chairman of the Board, 
stated in reply.to a question that Mr. F’. D. Mocatta had agreed to give a sum 
of money iv favour of the Jewish children who take part in the examination, 
which is to be held next April. | 


Spreap or CnoLers IN Syrta.—The Vakit, a Turkish newspaper publishe4 
at Constantinople, states thatthe cholera in Syria is increasing considerably. 
According to this journal, the number of cases during the past week reached 500, 
manyof which proved mortal, 


Tur Frencu IncvnpATIONS.—A special solemn service in aid of the sufferers 
from the inundations in the South of France, was held in the new Synagogue in 
the Rue de la Victoire, Paris, on Wednesday, the 7th inst. A namerous congre- 
gation was present. M. Zadoc Kahn, Grand Rabbi of Paris, delivered an address 
in the course of which he exorted his hearers to succour the victims. It is true, 
said the preacher, that few of our coreligionists have suffered from the inunda- 
tions: but this should not be any reason for withholding our assistance. We 
find ourselves in the presence of a work of universal charity in which the whole 
world should take part. Though personal donations have up to the present been 
made, the Jews must as a body give_a proof of patriotism and generosity. The 
collection which took place after the sermon, produced upwards of 5,000 francs. 
M. Isidor, Grand Rabbi of France, subsequently offered up prayers for the 
victims ot the floods, and the ceremony terminated with a recital of the prayer 
for France. 

ALLIANCE IsRAELITE UNIVERSELLE.—From the monthly report of the current 
month (July) we learn that there is some hope for the Roumanian Jews of an 
improvement of their position. Although the Commercial Treaty ‘with 
Austria is vot likely to realise the expectations which it raised, yet some benefit 
may accrue from some of ite provisions in the first instance to the Jews under 
Austrian protection, and then also to the native Jews. What these benefi‘s. 
however, may be, is not specified. Itis pleasing to learn that the Governor- 
General of Padolia and Volhynia, whose seat is‘at Kieff, has issued a circular in 
which he expresses his satisfaction at the readiness evinced by the Jews in ful- 
filling their military duties as prescribed by the ukase which introduced universal 
service. We may add that that the majority of Russian Jews are settled in the 
provinces mentioned. The Jaffa School is progressing favourably. Two pupils 
sufficiently prepared for the purpose, will be sent to Europe, at. the expense of 
the Alliance, to finish their education in some school of art and trade. Baron 
Hirsch has placed at the disposal of the Corstantinoplo branch the sum of 
10,000 franes towards the establishment of a Jewish school at the Dardanelles 
It is gratifying to find that the Alliance is progressing, obtaining new members 
and extending its beneficial influence farther and farther. 

Tue Jews iy Rovmanta and Gaticia.—The Vienna Correspondent of the 
Standard sends a very virulent letter to that journal, respecting ‘the Austro- 
Roumanian Commercial Convention, and the angry feeling it has caused since 
its adoption among the Roumanians, on account of the privileges it grants to 
Austrian subjects in Roumania. ‘The correspondent is entirely mistaken in 


declaring that “the cause of this bitter feeling, which extends to other than | 


Opposition circles, is not to be sought for in the new customs tariff, which only 


. slightly facilitates Austrian imports, but in the factthat Austrian subjects are to 


enjoy the same privileges ds are granted to Roumanian subjects in Austria. 
Now, these Austrian subjects are alinost exclusively Polish Jews, and the very 
dregs of them, to boot.” The fact is that the privileges accorded to Christian 
foreigners are denied by the new Convention to native Jews, The letter evi- 
dently emanates from no friend of the Jews. Its animus is apparent. We do 
not wish to palliate or to gloss over the faults of our brethren, but we certainly 
believe that the statements of the correspondent of our contemporary are greatly 
exaggerated—let us not hope not by design, so that prejudice may be excited 
against the Jews. | 

INTERESTING INSCRIPTIONS.—The .i‘hencum contains a translation by Mr. Samuel 
Sharpe of a few of the most legible of some two hundred short inscriptions copied from 
rocks at the foot of Mount Scrbal, near Mount Sinai, and brought home from Egypt by 
Mr. G, F, Grey in 1820. “‘ As for the date of these interesting inscriptions,” says Mr. 
Sharpe, “ they probably run over eight or ten centuries; but they seem to belong to a time 
alter the captivity, and they are certainly the work of pious Jews, outcasts from home, 
living in Lower Egypt, who virited that holy spot. Some of them may have been seen by 
the writer of the Book of Job, and he describes them as ‘ cut into the rock for ever. The 
characters, though rude, are for the most part the well-known square charactes ; and these 
inscriptions shonld not be neglected when considering the relative age of the Hebrew 
and Samaritan alphabets, and in the controversy respecting the genuineness of the Moabite 
“tone.” 

“LONGEVITY OF THE JEWISH Race.”—The Vedical Times and Gazette in a leading

REPRESENTATIVE MEN. 


Under this heading there appeared some time ago an article in these columns 
in which regret was expressed thatthe American Jewish community should nottake 
a higher position than it actually occupies. The Jewish Record, of Philadelphia, 
taking up the subject in an editorial, offers a few observations on our remarks, 
which, it is but just we should notice. We therefore reproduce a portion 
of the editorial. Wecan have no wish to present our American coreligionists in 


an unenviable light. Our contempora 


says : 

The Chronicle deplores that “ the Souls community does not take a higher 
position.” This we must correct ; for while, as a whole, the Jews of the United 
States do not care to dabble in politics and soil themselves in the scramble for 
offive, yet there are many whose position in the various walks of life, will com- 
pare favorably with our brethren elsewhere. We have had Israelites as members 
of Congress, judges, officers in the army and navy, aldermen, councilmen and 


consuls at European ports. One held the position of Governor of a ow 


one Recorder of Deeds, while there are hosts we could name who have acceptably 


filled minor offices. In the legal profession some of the ablest jurists belong to 
the Abrahamic race, and in the medical fraternity we number many able and 


scientific minds whose skill is acknowledged and esteemed by the community. 
In commerce and monetary affairs it is useless to particularize: Go w 


| you will, and the Jews are the ruling power, so that business is at a complete 


stand-still on our days of holy convocation. 


That there is great laxity in observances we are free to admit, and while we 


may deplore this want of strict adherence to the customs of our fathers, yet we 
fear it is too much the prevailing “ spirit of the age,” and confined to no parti- 
cular locality, being as touch tobe seen in the old world as inthenew. Butthat 
the Jews of the United States “ slarover the fact that they are Jews ” is certainly 
& misapprehension. ) 

Our institutions, benevolent and otherwise, in every city of importance in the 
Union are Jewish and known to be Jewish. Our places of worship are costly and 
ornaments to the cities in which they are erected, while our hospitals, asylums 
and schools will compare favorably with those of any other denomination. 

That prejudice may exist in some portions of the country is more than likely 
but it must be borne in mind that ours is a mixed population; that is to say, 
filled with immigrants from all parts of Europe, and although many of them 
have suffered from prejudice themselves in the old world, have not yet entirely 
discarded the unworthy feeling in becoming Citizens of this republic; but even 
this rmported feeling of Portuguese Jews against their German brethren, and 
Germaps against Polish, &c.; is at last disappearing under American influence. . 

But we must deny that ** American Jews are not always treated with ordinary 
civility and respect.” ‘The instances of such conduct must be so rare and far 
between, that we, on this side of the Atlantic, never hear of them, and should 
any solitary case occur, and which is as likely to be with any other religious 
denomination as with ours, there would be sufficient good sense and good feeling 
in the community to frown down the committer of such an outrage. 

There is much American Jews might copy from their European brethren, but 
we could give as much as we received, while it is certainly doing the country and 
ourselves injustice, were such views to pass current as those expressed by our 
cotemporary, who has either misunderstood the Wessenger's editorial or lacks that 
personal observation of us, to be able to write of the American Jews as they 


really are.

The commission which recently assembled at St. Petersburg with the object 
of forming one common and legal organization in the interests of domestic and 
other servants, has decided to abolish the still existing restrictions imposed on 
Jews at the engagement of Christian servants. 

The Jsraelit is informed that the German Ministry have annulled a decree 
of Cassel by virtue of which Jews living in the districts ceded by Bavaria to 
Prussiain 1866, were compelled to continue to pay the “ new year’s money” to 
the Catholic Priests. The German Government decided that the payment of 
this money cannot be considered as a legal obligation on the Jews, 

The Journal de Bucarest publishes a letter from ‘Several - young 
Roumanian Jews” on the Jews ia Roumania. This letter reenumerates the res- 
trictions under which the native Jews inthe principality labour. They cannot 
be naturalised, and are not allowed to exercise any communal rights ; they are 
excluded from the privilege of acquiring the ownership of the houses in which 
they live ; they are forbidden by law to sell spirituous liquors and tobacco ; they 
have no access to pablic functions or liberal professions, and there is no promo- 
tion for the J-wish soldier in the army be he ever so brave. 

A Jewish Benevolent Loan Society for assisting Jewish women and girls 
has been founded at Leipzic. Two anonymous individuals have each given 15,000 
marks to form the nucleus of the society’s funds. One of the rules of the society 
stipulates that its operation is to be confined only to those communities which 


are at present the constituents of, or may afterwards unite with the “ Israelitische 
Religions Gesellschaft." As the committee appeal for annual subscriptions, . 


donations and legacies, the correspondent of the Zsraelit justly asks whether the 
Executive would declive to accept such gifts from individuals, members of 
congregations not belonging to the “Gesellschaft,” and which may not feel

The next argument of your correspondent is about the crace before and 
after meals. I will tell you what this grace consists of : The attendant, after the 
patients have sat down to meals and before they partake of it, says : “ For what 
you are going to receive may you be truly thankful ;’ and the patient who feels 
inclined to say “ Amen” to this, can do so, There is no compulsion The 
after-meal grace is, with a slight alteration, almost in the same words. | Even the 
Christian inmates are not compelled to go to chapel, or to be observant ef any 
religious worship. [s it likely then that the Jewish patients would he compelled 
to do so... I have noticed many times. while I was there, one of our brethren 
saying his grace Lefore and after meal—not the Christian grade, but the old. 
fashion Jewish grace, from beginning to end. At one time, the Jewish patients 
met every Saturday for prayers, This, however. was abandoned on account of 
their excitement. On.the last high festivals some of the male patients met for 
service. Every assistance was given and allowance made them by Dr, Sheppard, 
the highly esteemed stiperintendent. who cannot. be praised sufficientiy for his 
extreme kindness and attention to the Jewish patients under his care. 

I believe I have said enough on this subject, and think that we cannot do 


better than leave our brothers and sisters where they are, as it is im possi bie t0 


provide better for them: The Rev. A. L. Green visits them.weekly, and looks 
after them well—in fact, that gentleman is humble enongh even to be their

OUR LETTER FROM GERMANY. 


— 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


BERLIN, 23, 1875. 


In taking up my pen to inform your readers of the progress of events in 
connection with the Jewish community of Germany, ! avail myself of the 
opportunity to beg my English brethren to dismiss from their minds an ifea 
which I know is prevalent among Englishmen generally—that England is the 
centre of the world—physically, intellectually, religiously and politically. This 
notion, I believe, is not confined to unsophisticated Britishers to whom the world 
outside the British Isles is ferra incognita, but is even shared by some educated 
and travelled Englishmen. Of course this is a pardonable patriotic assumption 
in which other nationalities equally err and which is pleasantly parodied by the 
American humorist who declared that the earth revolves on its own axis twice 
in every twenty-four hours—sutject to the Constitution of the United States! 
While we Germans can afford to smile at and to pardon the insular reserve 
which is so characteristic of the Englishman, we could not help looking with 
considerable apprehension and regret were the feeling to become intensified 
among English Jews. We do not forget what England has done in the past in 
the cause of civil and religions liberty. We know what work there is yet before 
European Jews to accomplish, and seeing this and recognising to the full how 
valuable and important is the cordial and ready assistance of the Jews of 
England in the work, it is earnestly to be hoped that they will not “ rest and be 
thankfdl” yet awhile. Looking at events going on around ué, I am sure that 
they will be impressed with the conviction that it is more than ever needful that 
the Jews of the world should join hands and stand up manfully side by side to 
do battle for the canse of our down-trodden and degraded brethren. The battle 
is not yet won. Germany will, I am sure, do her part; but it is for England 
still to stand manfully to her guns and not to strike her flag until there is not 
left a Jew in the civilized world persecuted and degraded /ecanse he ‘is a Jew. I 
have written in this strain because I know there is a growing feeling among 
English Jews that there is little yet to be done for the cause of civil and religious 
liberty’. In Russia, in Roumania, in Persia, in the East generally there is plenty 
of scope yet for the united energies of all. In the instance of the appeal 
which has been put forth in aid of the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund.:a 
fault has been committed in not creating more fully a cordial sympathy on the 
part of the German Jews in the objects for which the Testimonial Fund is being 
raised, ‘The fear is by no means isolated that too ‘ sectional” a character is 
being given to the Fund. You know that the “progressive” congregations form 
by farthe bulk of the Jewish German community but the aid of those congrega- 
tions has only been partiallv—if at all—given. Hence what should have been 
a national or rather a universal movement, one which should have aroused the 
spontaneous enthusiasm of the Jews of the whole world, has only awakened but 
drowsy, spaemodic attention. I notice that more money was contributed to the 
Persian Famine Relief Fund by the Jewish communities of Germany and Poland 
than is being collected in aid of the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund. It 
has also been remarked that the Alliance Israelite Universelle are not moving in 
this matter, nor any of the associations in connection with it and this is taken, at 
least by many Germans as a not insig nificant sign of the want of anifyin a cause 
in which if it be wished that it. sueceed at.all universality niust be an important 
factor in securing the success desired. The Committee originally committed a 
fault in not supplying an. answer to the question which is asked outside England, 
and I am told even in England itse!f—what will be done withthe money raised ? 
Some outline of a plan to be modified according to circumstances should have 
been laid A greater fault is being committed in the Committee not 
availing itself of the important aid which could have been. rendered by the 
associations which are en rapport with the Alliance,

Berlin. is fast approaching the dull season when all who can are 
scampering away from Unter den Linden to seek for repose and pleasure, 
restoration of health and. re-invigoration of mind at the many summer resorts 
with which Germany abounds. Berlin, which has been 
some tension of mind consequent 


suffering from 
on.the rumours of war which periodically 
disturb the placid stream of our daily life, is again settling down to the usual 
quietude which prevails in the city in ordinary times in the months of August 
and September. The usual absence of the Emperor and the Court increases 
thedullness of the times. The lull which has supervened in public affairs, enables 
me to place before your readers a sketch of the progress mate in a controversy 
which threatened to shake the fabric of the Jewish communal structure in Germany 
to its very foundations. 


The Prussian Chambers have separated without arriving at a definite decision 
with regard to a Bill, of which Lasker wasthe Sponsor, the passing of which 
would have had an important effect upon the Jewish congregations throughout 
Prussia, In Prussia hitherto the Jewish community as a religious body has been 
practically ignored by the Government. For instance, al! places of worship are 
free from taxation ; to the synagogue, this privilege is denied. The clergymen 
of all denominations have certain immunities which are denied to Jewish pastors, 
and so ] might continue showing the exceptional position with regard to other bodies 
in which the Jewish community is placed. On the other hand, every Jew is com- 
pelled by law to contribute towards the su pport of a Jewish cougregation, whethet 
he be orthodox or “ progressionist,” . The only way in which he could free himself 
from such liability is by declaring himself a convert to Christianity which in 
many cases is as repugnant to the indifferentist as it certainly is to the orthodox 
Jew. * And yet this liability involved a great hardship. It happens at the presen 
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' composed it and the feeling which animated him, whe 


time that the majority of Jewish“congregations to the support of which*Jews are 

compelled to contribute are what is termed “ progressive.” WN aturally, the 
orthodox Jews complain that they have not only to support their own congroga- 
tions, but that owing to the fact that the “ progressionists” are in the majority 
they are also compelled to contribute towards the support of a worship which 
they cannot countenance. This law is somewhat, although not quite, analogous 
to that which prevailed in England in former years by which Dissenting 
Christians were compelled to pay church rates to support a worship which they 
held in pious horror, As the “ progressionists’’ form by far the majority of 
Jewish congregations, they have opposed the passing of Lasker's Bill from the 
fear that if it were to become law, the orthodox Jews who are now compelled to 
contribute to the “ progressive” congregations will withdraw and form indepen- 
dent congregations. 

The Christian Deputies were divided in their opinions as to the merit of the 
Bill as wellas the Jews were, and they naturally thought to let the Jews, if 
possible—which I for one doubt they will—settle the matter among themselves. 
The Bill will no doubt again—perhaps in a modified form—be presented to 
Parliament, and no doubt when its merits are more dispassionately disoussed some 
settlement of the question with which it deals will be arrived at during the recess, 
Justice is certainly on the side of Lasker, for the general law which governs 
other religious bodies does not enact that the only escape from contributing to 
the support of the religious body to which one originally belonged is by conver- 
sion to another religion. A Calvanist need not become a Catholic, nora Catholic 
a Protestant, to be free from the liability to contribute towards the support of 
his church. There is however this important difference between the Jewish 
community and the other religious bodies in Germany, that whilst the Christian 
Church generally is subsidised by the State, and has endowments to fall back 
upon, the Synagogue does not get one iota of support from the Government. 
Hence it is feared that if the law allows individual support towards the communal 
burdens to be withdrawn, and as there arenoendowments to fall back upon, the com- 
munity will not be able to bear the strian thus cast uponit. In any case, it is appre- 
hended that the communal burdens, such as the burial of the poor, the provision 
for Shechitah and the many other religious rites of Jews, will fall upon a few 
individuals, and thus a great injustice be done, that a greater evil be remedied. 
This, hewever, is generally the inevitable consequence of radical changes. It is 
the dogma of all.modern legislators that the few should saffer for the good of 
the many. In the meanwhile, some stir has been created by the publi- 
cation of a pamphlet by Dr. Joel of Breslau, which: attacks Lasker’s Bill with 
creat vehemence. 

The apprehension that Graetz would be induced to “ translate” himself to 
Paris has been removed, and a general feeling of satisfaction is evinced that we 
shall still retain the master mind among us. It is rather flattering to Germany 
that Graetz should have received an offer to accept a professorial chair in the 
Jewish Seminary in Paris—although Germany has long been the well from 


which the Jewish communities of the world have drawn their waters of know- 
ledge. 


Geiger’s collected works are being published under the direction of his son. 
It is proposed to issue an English translation of the principal of his works. 
This will open up to English readers a novel field of biblical criticism. 
It is to be hoped that the work of translation will be confided to English scholars 
of undoubted ability. I have frequently come across translations into “ English” 
by Germans, and even Americans, who are German by birth, which were some- 
what painful to read. Not only was the Queen's English cruelly distorted, but 
the expressions in the original work were entirely disguised in the vain attempts 
of the translator to overcome the idiomatic difficulties in his path, | 

Some time ago you referred to the celebration by Dr. Jacoby, the well known 
Prussian politician and ex-m ember of the Prussian Parliament, of his seventieth 
birthday, on which occasion congratulations were showered upon him from all 
parts. A correspondent of the /sraelit in a biogtaphical sketch of Dr. Jacoby, 
referring to the festivities in connection with his birthday, expresses his regret 
that by Dr. Jacoby's coreligionists, the Jews, not the slightest notice was taken 
of the great champion of Right and Freedom. In no synagogue or school was 
a word of acknowledgment ‘uttered of the services rendered by this man who 
fought with his heartsblood for the emancipation of the Jews from their social 
and political disqualification. The writer takes his coreligionists in Germany 
severely to task for their ingratitude. Dr. Jacoby celebrated on the 8th of 
December last year the twenty-fifth anniversary of his acquittal by a Konigsberg 
jury from the grave charge of high treason, On this memorable day, December 
the &th, 1849, the poor Jewish women of Konigsberg fasted from morning till 


night and offered up prayers in the Jewish cemetery for the acquittal of the 


accused,

THE SIR MOSES MONTEFIORE TESTIMONIAL, 


[ SECOND AND CONCLUDING ARTICLE. | 


We will now proceed to enumerate the evils which we believe to be at the 
root of the present lamentable state of the Jewish community.in Jerusalem. 
This community consists of from one-third to two-fifths of native Jews, the 
remainder being composed of foreigners who flock thither from various parts 
of the world, but mainly from Germany and Poland, Thus when the Jews 
of Jerusalem are adverted to, it is not meant only the real natives of the city 
who compare favourably with other natives of different races, but the very 
promiscuous mass of coreligionists who have made Jerusalem their place of 
abode. . These immigrants may be men of devout dispositions and Lets 
minds whose only desire is to end their last days in the Holy Land in the 
study of the Law, as we are assured by optimists ; or they may be incornigr 
ble idlers and vyagabonds who seek to trade on the kindness of credulous 
philanthropists, as pessimists confidently aver. Let us even accept the mire 
favourable interpretation and believe that a pure religious feeling directs wt

Yet the fact remains that these men, if rich in virtuous intentions 
worldly goods, and they usually reach their destination with t] 
study the law as their only capital, Without funds, without a trade, 
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resources of any kind, they increase the burthens of the community and each : 
new arrival adds a unit to the helpless mass of pauperism, 

Then the pernicious habit of carly marriages prevailing in the East is a 
fertile source of misery and demoralization. Medical writers tell us that in 
England the age of twenty is the proper period for the marriage of girls, and 
that the death-rate in childbirth is twice as great before twenty as it is after 
that period. In the East young females may attain their maturity two or 
three years earlier than with us, and sixteen or seventeen would seem to bea 
reasonable time for them to assume the responsibilities of wedded life, Dr. 
Feravson has recently informed the public of the degeneration of the factory 
population of between the ages of thirteen and fifteen in the North of Eng- 
Jand which he attributes, among other causes, to insufficiency of diet. What 
he would say to the physical condition of boy husbands of thirteen to sixteen 


and of child wives of eleven to twelve who, moreover, subsist on far worse food 
than is eaten by yonng factory hands, it may easily be imagined! We cannot, 
for obvious reasons, enter further into the moral and physiological conse- 
quences of such disastrous marriages. Old age reached before maturity is 
attained in other countries. Ruined and delibitated constitutions, frightful 
infantile mortality and the rearing of an unhealthy progeny, these are some 
of the effects of an infraction of the laws of nature, which we may advert to 
in a journal intended for general reading. | 


The neglect of secular education, even of the most elementary character, 
‘sg another of the evils which contribute to the debasement of the Jews in 
Jerusalem. Ignorance and pauperism proceed hand in hand, and where the 
one 1s present it is difficult for the other to be absent. What is called reli- 
gious education is imparted to children; that is, they are taught to read 
Hebrew without the slightest grammatical knowledge and with the accuracy 
of parrots. Doubtless an acquaintance with the Mishna, the Guemara, the 
Shaulchan Aruch and the book of Zohar may be desirable even for children 
who are destined to a career of labour or of pauperism, but total ignorance of 
the language of the country, oi reading and writing it, and ceneral instruction 
in ciphering cannot be to their advantage. Few among us would rest satis- 
fied if the pupils of the Jews’ Free School of London were sent into the world 
tofight the bettle of life with a knowledge of nothing except Hebrew! Man 
unhappily has a body as well as.a soul, and until mind can exist without 
matter, it will be the duty of those who are charged with the instruction of 
youth to teach them such knowledge as may avail them in providing for the 
wants of nature, 

linally the Jast, and assuredly not the least, of the eyils to which we 
are now referring is the indiscriminate Haluka. Our readers are aware that 
the Haluka is a system of gigantic almsgiving fed by contributions from 
several European conntries and extending only to the Ashkenazim. It’ is 
the means of pauperizing an entire population. Those gentleman who have 
been brought into contact with our foreign poor are aware of the difficulties 
met with in endeavouring to raise them from the slough of despond into 
which they have fallen; in instilling into them some dim notion of self- 
reliance; in impressing upon them’ the necessity of self-exertion;: and in 


convincing them that it is not the duty of the rest of mankind to support | 


them and their families in absolute idleness. There are hundreds of Jews in 


the Holy Land who, no doubt, work hard, and there are probably thousands 


who would work if work could be found for them. Sut. there are numbers 


of them in Jerusalem who are born in pauperism, grow up in pauperism, wed 
in pauperism, die in pauperism, It is frigh*fal—but it is. true. Love of 
work is not an ‘nnate quality in human nature, If men know that they will 
be fed, even indifferently, while they gaze all day long at the sky or hold a 
Hebrew book in their lap, they will scarcely lift up their arms in earnest. 
The Neapolitan Lazzarone after having earned the centesimi needed to keep 
him for the day, lies down and refuses to move for prince or peasant. We 
do not say that the Jerusalem Jew declines work, but he has little induce- 
ment to seek it, It is the system which is at fault and not the individual, 
The individual in fact is what the system has made him. 

It must be clear that these varied evils require the application of varied 
remedies, There is no royal rdad to health, and still less to the regeneration 
of a whole population. No magie dranght will suddenly cure an inveterate 
disease of old standing any more than the distribution of a few thousand 
pounds or the creation of some industrial undertakings, will. transform the 
Jews of the Holy Land from a mass of paupers into a community of pros- 
Perous, enlightened and thriving individuals. We do not here intend to lay 
Jown the law in a dogmatic manner and presume to teach the managers of 
the Sir Mosxs Moxteriong Testimonial Fund what they should do and 
what they should ayoid doing, with the sums at their disposal. We only 
desire to state certain general principles, without ‘the adoption of which in 
some form, we firmly believe that no real and permanent improvement in the 
*ondition of the Jews of Jerusalem can be effected. , 

In the first place it is evident that some means must be devised to check 

influx of penniless individuals from Europe many of whom it will be easily 


understood, are not attracted by motives which deserve our sympathy. It 


would be best to exclude all new comers for a certain number of years from 
the benefits of the Fund in question, and if possible also of the Halukah. 
Failing this, it would be necessary to limit the advantages to be derived from 
all the various sources, to those new arrivals who are able to prove by regular 
diplomas that they are acknowledged rabbinical scholars, or who can show 
that they are skilled artificers in some especial trade, or finally, who can 
demonstrate the possession of sufficient means to allow them to be for some 
years without need of assistance. When it will be known in Central and 
Northern Europe that the mere fact of a man once having reached the Holy 
Land will no longer at once entitle him to a share in the Halukah during 
the term of his natural life—notwithstanding his religions aspirations—doubt- 
less the stream of immigration into tke Holy Land will perceptibly diminish. 
Unless this be the case, the attempts to help the Jews of Jerusalem will be 
as useless and futile as would be the endeavour to pump the Thames dry by 
the help of a steam engine placed under London Bridge, The demands and 
number of the claimants will always exceed the means of the givers. | 


Further, strenuous efforts should be made to discourage juvenile mar- 
riages. Exhortations and teachings may have some influence in mitigating 
the evil, but effective measures to meet it will have to be resorted to. Regu- 
lations should be made and strictly enforced excluding all lads marrying under 
eighteen and girls under sixteen, them as well as their offspring, from all par- 
ticipation in communal benefits. The consequences of disobedience will 
speedily be brought home to juvenile couples, aud lessons of patience will be 
given to too ardent boyish lovers and their parents. 

The necessity for secular education must be insisted upon, and every 
practicable means used for enfurcing it. At present it is said that some 
of the rabbinical authorities in Jerusalem throw cold water upon it, and that 
they consider that if a boy can read Targum, he need read no profane book ; 
and that if he is conversant with-biblical precepts, an acquaintance with the 
rules of arithmetic is unnecessary. Parents need coaxing, and frequently ° 
pressing to send their children to school in all countries; and the knowledge 
that they and their families would be sliut out from all communal assistance 
unless secular education is given to their children, will spur on the fathers 


of Jerusa.em to unwonted exertion to secure. to their offspring the required 
instruction. 


We now come to the distribution of the Haluka, with respect to which we 
would suggest the division of the Jewish popuiation into two portions, viz., the 
rabbinical and the lay. With reference to the former we would not recommend 
any change for the present, but efforts should be made to wean gradually the 
lay element from any reliance on the Haluka. This is no easy task, but we 
think that it can be managed by a judicious combination of tact and firmness. 
The change should not be sudden, but carried out slowly, so as not to cause 
any undue suffering to its recipients. These should be informed that after a 
given number of yeats they would no longer be admitted to a share of the 
Haluka; and that opporturities would be afforded to them during that 
period for learning some trade. Here it is that the Sir Moses Monrerionr 
Testimonial Fund will be of especial service to the community, since it will 
assist many who are now dependent on alms, to earn their own living. The 
Haluka should be continued to all above fifty years old. Persons aged 
between forty and fifty should have eight or ten years allowed to them before 
they are deprived of the benefits of the Haluka, whilst the notice should be 
reduced to five years for men of between thirty and forty, and only two years 
for those who, being between twenty and thirty, are still in the happy days of 
youth. Of course, to deserving individuals who are infirm, or who otherwise 
make out a good case, the time of notice may be renewed at its expiration; but 
under no circumstances should lads under twenty be inscribed m the Haluka. 
However, as a compensation, these last should certainly be entitled to all 
the benefits of the Testimonial Fund. In order to secure an intelligent, 
efficient and impartial administration of this Fund, it is indispensable, indeed, 
we consider it as aconditio sine quo non, that it should be under the control 
of a European Executive on the spot, into whose hands should be placed, if 
possible, the distribution of the Halnka. Such individnal powers would be 
of the greatest benefit to the Jews of Jerusalem, and would most materially 
facilitate the execution of all schemes in their favour. | 


It is true that at present there is no means in existence for enforcing 
these or any other regulations among the Jews of the Holy Land. But the 
Testimonial Fund might supply a moral means. The Jews of the Holy 
Land might be shown that without giving up their congregational indeper- 
dence they might form a federation and given to understand that only those 
congregations or individuals which join such an organization will be eligible for 


- the benefits derivable from this Fund. Under the influence of such a stimulus 


it is more than probable that at first some of the so-called Collallim (congre- 
gations) would form such a federation which in time would be joined by all. 
But whether the means proposed by us be adopted or not one thing is clear, 
that unless the evils pointed out be coped with, no permanent good can 
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be effected. All improvement must come from within and no external means 
have ever regenerated a pauperised community. Internal and external 
remedies must be applied simultaneously. 

The regeneration of the Jews of Jerusalem cannot be accomplished in a 
few weeks or a few months. Years must elapse, and perhaps a new genera- 
tion spring up, before the good work can be carried out and the result become 
patent to the world. It is the duty of all Israel to co-operate in so noble an 
object, especially when with it, is associated the name of the venerable 
philanthropist Sir Moses Monterione. Let us not give our Christian 
neighbours the opportunity of calling us a race of jobbers and money lenders, 
as Napo.gon termed the English a nation of shop-keepers. Let us warmly 
turn our attention to the urgent needs of our brethren in the Holy Land; 
and let us gladden the last years of the illustrious Baronet, by the knowledge 
that with his benevolent eyes he will. see initiated that generous undertaking 


which has long been the great hope of his life. nl 


PROPOSED SYNAGOGUE AT ST. JOHNS WOOD. 


We are glad to learn that there is yet hope that a synagogue will be 


erected in the St. John’s Wood district. The proposal for the abandonment 
of the project has not been adopted. A meeting of the Provisional Com- 
mittee was held on Sunday last and adjourned. At the adjourned meeting 
held on Wednesday evening, at the residence of Mr, Benn Davis (the hon. 
sec.), in Grove End Road, the subject was fully debated, and it was resolved 
to reorganise the committee. Several influential gentlemen will be invited 
to join the committee. Let us hope that earnestness will now be shown in 
securing the desired result. There cannot be a doubt as to the want of a 
synagogue in the district.. There is, perhaps, only a doubt how far exertions 
. and sacrifices will be made by the present residents to provide a Jewish place 
of worship for their families. Further procrastination should be avoided, 
and energy and earnestness shown. It would be a bitter reproach to the 
heads of families if the establishment of a synagogue were further delayed. 


We beg them to hasten—*“ that their children which have not known any- 


thing may hear and learn to fear the Lord our God.”

Avusrria—Some time ago a petition was presented by several rabbis and

Public Worship has asked for precise data with respect to the various rabbinical 
posts in Bohemia and the salaries given to the holders of these posts. 


-Vienysa.—The Neue Free Presse relates the following interesting incident : . 
A certain Abrahain Schlesinger, a respected merchant and member-of the Jewish 
community of Vienna, was some time ago entangled in difficulties and thereby 
prevented paying a sum of 40,000 florins to his creditors, The latter were about 
to proceed to levy execution when an elegantly dressed young man centered upon 
the scene and placed 40,000 florius into the hands of the creditors. After th, 


astonishment of all present had subsided, he was recognised as the son of Herr 


Schlesinger by whom he had been turned away from home ten years previously 
for his bad conduct. He went to the Australian goldfields, where he amassed 
immense wealth, He returned home just in time to save his father from 
impending ruin, 


Persia.—According to the Teheran Gazette there is now, says the Pall 


Mall Gazette, supposed to be in every town a box for letters to the Shah. 
These boxes are called “ Justice Boxes,” and no body but the king himself 


§ supposed. to receive their contents. In the words of the Gazette, justice- 


boxes are established as a means of checking the rapacity of governors, “that 
they may not put their hands on people's property, that they may not covet 
anyone else's riches or goods; and it is added that “if anyone hereafter acts 
with injustice, he will be severly pnnished.” The Gazette gives an instance of 
the utility of the justice-boxes. The Muayyid ud Dowleh, a great man in Kur- 
destan, took from the son of a man named Abdul Kerrim an Arab horse. and 
sent it to Teheran. Abdul Kerrim’s son wrcete a petition, and dropped it into 
the letter box of Kurdestan. The Shah received the petition, and had the horse 
sent back “The hoyse was restored to its owner, and a receipt from him wag 
taken and brought to Teheran.” If these boxes are not a myth, will the Persian 
Jews be allowed to avail thamselves of this expeditious means of brin ging their 
grievances under the notice of the Shah? And if they are brought under his 
notice, will he feel disposed to do justice as speedily to the Jews ss he did to 


Abdul Kerrim? The complaint brought under the notice of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association by three Persian Jews now staying in our metropolis shows how 
necessary is an expeditious means for reaching the Shah, and how cheap 


Jewish life is in Persia, Fora fine less than five pounds sterling a Jew may be 


murdered at Teheran. |

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«GOD OF THE JEWS THOU HAST CONQUERED.” 


Under this heading M. Francisque Sarcey published some time ago an article 
which has since been translated from the original French in most of the 
European languages and has been reproduced by many journals and much 
commerted upon. It is a specimen of those copious effusions in the continental 
press in which both Liberals and Ultramontanes indulge—the former to justify, 
as it were, their association with a race once so depressed and which they have 
assisted in raising to their present position, and the latter for the purpose of 
exciting the envy and hatred of their followers against a people whom they 
pretend to fear and whom they represent as the implacable foes of conservative 
principles and time-honoured institutions. Each party, of course, gives its 
statements a colour and twist of its own. It is not our purpose either to praise 
the Liberal or to censure the Ultramontane. Our object simply is to bring under 
the notice of the Anglo-Jewish community the tendencies of the two parties 
which now occupy the attention of the civilized world in so far as Jews and 
Jndaism are concerned ; and to point out the current of thought for which these 
parties dig the channel in continental public opinion.: We need hard y say that of 
these statements several are entirely unfounded and all of them grossly exay- 
gerated. 


The Jews are undoubtedly a prolific and intellectual race. It has produced 
some great scholars and artistsand a few eminent scientific men of whom we have 
a right to be proud, It is undoubtedly true that no people so dépressed, so 
degraded and so trodden underfoot’ as the Jews were for centuries, have within 
a marvellously short time after the oppression was removed, risen to such a 
heigitt as have the Jews. There is an elasticity in them of which probably no 
other race can boast. But that is all that we can admit. There are undoubtedly 
very wealthy Jews. But as a people the Jews are very poor. Look at the 
misery prevailing among the Jewish masses in those countries in which they are 
most numerous. Look at Poland, Russia, Roumania or Turkey. The accounts 
given by travellers who have visited those countries of the indescribable wretche }- 
ness of the millions of Jews settled there is truly heartrending. It suits both 
Liberals and Ultramontanes to rave as to the wealth of the Jews. But they 
would be much nearer to the truth were they to lament the poverty of the Jews. 
* Ag tich as a Jew,” is as great a fict'on as was Shylock himself.

of those men of the day who best know the Bourse and business, a man of much 
wit besides, equally conversant with affairs as with language, a great lover of the 
arts, a writer in his leisure hours, one of those pure-biooded Parisians, with 
whom ove is always sure of passing a pleasant hour. We were then walking 
side by side looking at the carriages pass by aad conversing. In proportion ‘as 
the equipages filed by, he named io me the owners and rarely failed to add: It 
isadew,..yetadew...ofa Jewish family. 

And suddenly turning towards me: “ Has it never struck you ?” said he to 
me, * The Jews are in the way of becoming the kings of the modeen world. The 
nineteenth century gives them the opportunity for recouping themselves. They 
stealthily seize hold of all those thousands of woeels which set our crvilization 
in motion. ‘They aspire to universal], dominion. They will obtain it, if we do not 
take care. “They will be our masters. The conspiracy... . ” 
- J interrupted him at this word. “A conspiracy!" [ exclaimed, “ You 
believe that these people conspire, that they have an understanding together In 
order the better to weave those invisible threads in which we shall one: day be 
taken, that they wish to form a design for reducing us into slavery. You laugh 
apparently. 

“ Let us admit that ‘to conspire’ is not the right word, but Ido not laugh and 
the thing is not laughable. Take one after another all the groups of ideas which 
our social organization represents ; industry, Commerce, banks, literature, fine 
arts. administration, liberal careers, functions of all kinds, everywhere and 
always at the head, you will find Jews . And then with an extraordinary 
abundance of particulars like a man full of his subject, and to whom thistherae was 
familiar, he pointed: out to me all the different details and strings ot names, 
wiiich were all more or less known; it was an Homeric enumeration. ‘And do 
notthink,” added he, “that each walks his way by himself, each raising himself and 
making his fortune individually. No, they cling together ;. you will findtheir hands 
inall the important affairs of recent times. The great political movements cannot 
be explained without the intervention of this occult factor, of whom no one 
takes account.”

_ afterwards at finding the same ideas in a serious book, written by an eminently 
serious man, and who advances nothing of which he does not believe himself 
dure. [tis the “History of the Political Economy of the ancient peoples of 
India, Egypt, Greece, und Judea,’ by M. Dumesnil-Marigny, two immense 
volumes in octavo, of 500 pages each. 
Thad intended to have only read of this great work that which might 
interest me, more especially the chapters on Greece. But I found there so many 
new and ingenious views, so many observations which caused me to see antiquity 
in & new aspect, that having once persused all that which concerned the Greek 
Republics, | went back and read what the author said about Judea.

The President of the Anthropological Society quite recently said 
in a report:—In all countries where we have been able to procure 
statistics of the Jewish population, we have proofs of an increase of 
unusual rapidity, In Holland this increase has been a fourth in ten 
years; in Switzerland their number has tripled; it has doubled in 
Bavaria, and almost doubled in Prussia and Hungary. The sanitary 
department of Bucharest has recently published a report, from which it appears 
that in that capital there were 10,537 births among the Christians in 1867 and 
1868, and a mortality which exceeded this number by 1,765 ; while among the 
Jews, during the same period, there were twice as many births as deaths. 


I should have been very glad to have the exact numbers for France, but M. 
Dumesnil Marigny does not give them, and probably these statistics have not 
been prepared. But number is only one ot the elements of power, and it is not 
the first. The first in our modern society is wealth. And one must well believe 
that the thing is not new, because alre y in past ages Euripides exclaimed in a 
tirade, which we have all translated at College : “Oh, precious gold! germ 
sprung up from the earth, what greed dost thou kindle in mortals! thou the 
strongest of all desires, thou the most powerful tyrant of all; thou couldst fight 
against Mars himself, because thou dost possess a power far superior to that of 
this god ; thou dost set in motion a!l that exists. At the melodies of Orpheus 
the trees and wild beasts deprived of reason, rose and followed him ; and thou,

The Sovereign Master of Gold is then destined to become the Sovereign 
Master of the world, To whom belong the banks and railways? Upon whom 
depends wholesale trade? Enumerate the high posts, those which are the most 
handsomely remunerated, what men will you find comfortably iastalled there ? 
I cannot in a journal mention the names; they are so numerous, so resplendent, 
that little versed as you may be in the Parisian world, they would present them- 
selves in crowds to your memory. 

The children have naturally received the most distinguished intellectual 
culture. Thus, among us, who are the eminent professors at the Sorbonne and 
the College of France? At the Theatre, who are the authors in vogue ? Among 
the philosophers and publicists, where are the people most in renown ? And the 
celebrated musicians, see to which nationality the greatest and most illus- 
trions belong. And do not think that France in this respect is an exception. 
Listen to what Mr. Disraeli, Prime Minister of England, who is himself of 
Hebrew extraction, recently said : “ The mighty revolution which is being pre- 
pared in Germany,” he exclaimed, “under what auspices does it receive the 
plenitude of development ? Under the auspices of the Jews to whose share has 
fallen the monopoly of all the professorial chairs. Seethe best known professors ; 
Neander, Revius, Benari, Welh. and s »many others:; they are all by descent, 
and the majority are so by faith.” “In Germany,” said M. de Metternich, “ the 
Jews play the principal part, they have writers, philosophers, poets, orators, pub- 
licists, bankers, &c.”’ 
public manner deVoted to Jewish banks? Do you wish for a further glimpse of 
the road they are travelliog on in our country? They are about 100,000 in 
number in France, and in consequence they only form a four-hundredth part of 
the whole population, Well, instead of thisthey form four-sevenths of the Court of 
Cassation, of the Conrt of Acceunts, of the Council of State, of the Legislative 
Body, of the Institute and of all the learned bodies ; their number in these high 
positions is five or six tinies more considerable than their namerical position, 
compared with that of the Catholics would warrant. Of eight ministers one has 
almost always been a Jew. The Finance Minister\in Rassia is or has lately been 
Count Cancrin, a Lithuanian Jew. ‘This same mimstry has been filled in Prussia 
by Coant Arnim, and in Spain by Mendizabal, both of whom are sone of Jacob. 
The reverend Father Ratisbonne, who ought to know.them well since he was 
ene of them for a long time, says of his ex-coreligionists: “ Naturally clever, 
ingenious, and posessed with the instinct of domination, the Jews have gfadually 
invaded all the avenues which lead to wealth. dignity and power. Their spirit is 
little by little instilled ‘into modern civilization. They direct the Bourse, the 
press, literature, administrations, the great ways of communication on land and 
sea; and by the ascent of their fortune and genius, they hold at the present 
time, shut in asit were in a network, all Christian socicties.”. They are not 
ignorant of the high destinies which modern civilization reserves for them. They 
foresee them ; they announce them. 

The President of the Society of the Alliance Israelite Universelle officially 
said at one of their last meetings: Already everything is changed for us, gentle- 
mea. When I was a child I could not cross the streets of my native town without 
receiving some insult. How hard I and mv friends had to struggle! Well, a 
few years later | commenced my studies in Paris, and when I returned to Nimea 
in 1817 I took my place at the bar. The Jew was no longer thought of. I soon 
saw Jews rise to elevated positions, and my joy has beea great. Yes, I say to

A JEWISH QUESTION IN SYRIA. 


Those interested in Jewish matters in Syria may have heard las{ year & 
rumour to the effect that Rabbi Sneereohn of Jerusalem, well known both yp 
England and the United States, where he acted in the capacity of lessenger 
wrote and lectured for the promotion of certain public objects in the Holy Land 
had on his return been very badly received by his coreligionists at Tiberias, 
where he wished to settle. Report spoke of great ill-usage to which he had been 
subjected, and ascribed this to the ill-will which he brought on himself by 
certain proposals made by him, tending to a departure from the old paths, 
It will further be in the recollection of our readers that shortly before Sir Moses 
Montefiore set out for the Holy Land, he received a telegram from Tiberiag 
imploring his interposition, in consequence of certain persecutions of the Jews 
there which had broken out. But nothing further of the matter transpired. 
We have now before us a late number of the Levant Herald, in which we find a 
letter under the above heading, which seems to throw light on these occurrences, 
and on which we have hitherto been left in the dark, The letter must be considered 
as an ex-parte statement, and the reader must not form an opinion until he has 
heard the other sido of the question. We make some extracts froin this letter, 
omitting in them considerable portions, and softening down others :— 


The Jews of Beyrout, and, perhaps I should say, some of the local officials, 
have been thrown into quite a state of excitement by a telegram dated Acre, the 
29th May, stating that the American consul h d imprisoned seven Jews at that 
place and threatened to imprison H.M. vice-consul! [t was well known, that 
the American consul had gone to Tiberias to inquire into a cruel outrage com- 
mitted last winter upon an American Jew. It seems that a certain Rabbi Hyam 
Sneersohn, a naturalized American citizen, but-a Russian by birth, who lectured 
some years ago in America, Australia and England. with considerable credit to 
himself, entertaining the idea that bis people, the Jews of Tiberias, might be 
greatly improved and benetitted by a little manual labour, advocated his ideas in 
this country, and proposed to improve some of the excellent waste lands in that 
vicinity. At first a few of the Jews at Tiberias fell in with his views; but 
subsequently, the chiefs of the community, took alarm at this idea and concluded 
that the Rabbi Sneersohbn was an innovator.and must not be tolerated. Then he 
was proscribed, and the leaders, Rabbi Alty and others, determined he should not 
‘ive at Tiberias. The letter then describes the ill usage to which he was subjected ; 
and then continues : The poor fellow was afterwards whipped, liad his hands tied 
behind his back, and thus was driven out of the city. This inhuman treatment 
nearly put an end to the Rabbi and all his projects, and he probably would have 
perished, but for the kindness and care of the head monk or superior of the 
Franciacan convents at Tiberias and Nazareth; and Count Oldenburg, then travel- 
ling in Palestine and Syria,.relieved him and got him to Jerusalem where lic was 
contined in hospital and private quarters for about two months. 


It also appears that the American consul here had received informatiou that 
some of these Jews claimed to be British protégés ; and one of them, the chiet 
instigator of the outrage on Rabbi Sneersolin, represented himself as H.B.M. vice- 
consul or consular agent. But H. M. consal—general here clearly disavowed 
this statement and declined to have anything to do with these people, asserting 
that so longago as April, 1872, he had visited Tiberias, then and eversince refusing 
to give them any protection. The U.S. consul then went there, asking the Turkish 
authorities to assist him in ferreting out the culprits and recovering the Rabbi's 
property, said to be worth £500 and which was taken from him. The Turkish 
officials, on hearing the complaint, and upon instructions they had already 
received from the governor-general of Syria and the governor of Acco, at once, 
set to work and made arrests of eight or nine of the ringleaders in the affair. 
They also called before them the supposed chief instigator of the outrage, Kabol 
Alty-Abraham Yussef Levy. But he declared himself a British vice-cousul or 
consular agent! ‘The other parties arrested all called themselves British proteges, 
except one, the Rabbi Dejau, who admitted he wasa Turkish subject. — But on 
being required to show some evidence of their right to British protection, they 
could produce none. After the Rabbi Sneersohn had detailed his sufferings to 
the court, the Rabbi Alty asked the permission of the caimacam and med jliss « 
go to his house, in order to procure his papers of protection. ‘The court a 
but took the precaution of sending with him one of its own members ané & 
zaptieh. But on reaching his house, some hundred or more Jews were there, = 
and around his residence, and the moment he entered the door, it was closed

The eagle of Cordova would not have winged iis flight 
to Cairo and the influence exercised by him on Jewish religious thought, although 
t might have been equally great might yet have been quite different.
